Since the Amsterdam experi­ 
ment, highway engineers in Amer­ 
ica have bu ilt highways ou t ol a 
mixtu re of natu ral ru bber and as­ 
phalt. Roads containing natu ral 
ru bber- powder have been laid in 
Virginiti, Texas, Ohio, Canada and 
Newfou ndland. In these roads, the 
mixtu re of ru bber- powder and as­ 
phalt has been varied so that the 
resu lts can be stu died with varying 
specification. 
Car-stopping tests in Virginia 
indicate that cars stop mu ch more 
qu ickly when brakes are applied 
on a ru bber road. Some engineers 
feel that the ru bber-asphalt mix 
has a tendency to resist the forma­ 
tion of su rface ice. Ru bber roads 
seem to came throu gh extremes 
of warm weather and cold weather 
in better shape than other type 
roads. The effect of traffic shock 
and vibration is apparently redu c­ 
ed materially. 
Ru bber roads may point the w<; 
to saving both dollars and live 
on the highways of this nati< 
Certainlv, there will be - <

j ings in maintaining this type high- 
I way. Every citizen who has taken 
a long trip recently realizes that 
1 many traffic tie-u ps are du e to 
the necessity of repair work on 
the highways.

Checking 
over the experience of states after 
ending of secrecy, it inclu des this 
paragraph, 
“Illinois notes no appreciable re­ 
du ction in caseload and applica­ 
tions following pu blic inspection, 
bu t c ites the advantage of increas­ 
ed pu blie confidence in the integ­ 
rity of the rolls. Illinois also feels 
that inspection has deterred many 
inéligibles from trying to get on 
the relief rolls. Beyond this, Illi­ 
nois reports no indication that re­ 
cipients have been harmed by

been u sed for wrongfu l pu rposes.”

Local Students to Compete for $4,000 in Prizes 


National High School Photographic Awards 
Offers Many Opportunities to Win 


It won’t be many years from now 
that the folks around Shannon­ 
dale will be reaping a substantial 
part of their yearly incomes from 
trees. They have a Community 
Forest, and it blankets 4,080 acres 
of hills and hollows in Northern 
Shannon county. The project is 
vet young—it was dedicated Octo­ 
ber 23, 1949 — but its future is 
bright. 
Its founder is Reverend Vincent 
Bucher, pastor of the Shannondale 
Community parish of the Evange­ 
lical and Reform Church. Ever 
dnce he came to the tiny com­ 
munity 16 years ago, Reverend 
Bucher has been convinced that 
the social and economic welfare 
of the area must depend upon a 
sound, intelligent use of its re­ 
sources of forests and forest land. 
And, after years of fighting fire 
and leading an active crusade for 
conservation, his gritty but friend­ 
ly determination has borne fruit. 
“There’s an estimated half-m il­ 
lion board feet of merchantable 
timber on our community forest 
tract now,” Bucher said as we 
drive down 
a backwoods road 
through the area, “but we will 
practice only improvement cut­ 
ting — removing dead, cull or 
mature trees — until the forest 


builds to the point that we can ! 
reap annual crops based on yearly 
growth.” 
Bucher talks a forester’s langu­ 
age, he has worked so closely with 
the Commission’s .fire control and 
tim ber management program. 
“We have had only one fire in 
the forest since we began the pro­ 
ject,” 
he 
continued, 
“and 
you 
should have been here. It was 
nothing like the old days. The 
Shannondale towerman picked up 
the smoke almost immediately and 
it was but a few minutes, through 
the use of radio contact, that he 
had a large crew made up of men 
from Moss Tie, National Distriller- 
ies, the Conservation Commission 
and ourselves. We got it out be­ 
fore it burned much over four 
acres. That happened just before 
planting season, so we planted the 
burned area to young seedlings, 
mostly shortleaf pine.” 
This spring, Reverend Bucher 
and his boys (youth groups both 
locally and from city come to the 
Shannondale parish for study and 
play and real outdoor living) wall 
plant 10,000 young trees on the 
community forest. During the three 
years previous to this they plant­ 
ed upwards of 11,000 seedlings. 
After we looked over the plant­ 
ing on the small burned area, Rev­ 
erend Bucher walked over to a 
nearby pile of stone which marks 
a corner of the land. He dug down 
into the pile and brought out a 
half-gallon syrup can. Inside of 
the can was a tightly-capped bot­ 
tle and inside that a folded paper. 
“At each one of our plantings 
we keep a permanent record of 
the date, the kind of planting, and 
who helped with the job,” He 
opened the paper and held it up 
for Bill and me to read. It was 
signed by seven boys whose nges 
ranged from eight to sixteen years, 
and four adults. 
“Those youngsters were of our 
local 4-H club—they get a kick out 
of these records and have been 
back and dug this one out a time 
or two just to look at it again.”

Along miles and miles j 
of this route, trees grow right up 
to the highway, with young pines 
from natural seed encroaching on 
the right-of-way. Seldom is there 
a clearing. 
I have driven that stretch many 
times but never did I get such a 
thrill as, after these years, the re­ 
turn trip. I couldn’t get over hov 
a few years of fire protection had 
made such a phenomenal differ­ 
ence in the growth and appearance 
of the timber. When I was district 
forester there during ’41 and '42, 
most of this forest land along the 
highway — as well as that over 
much of the county — had been j 
burned for a generation or more, 
and looked the part. Characteris­ 
tic was scraggly stunted timber 
with a short, dense understory of 
sprouts and brush. Now, where 
fire has been kept out, thrifty 
young stands of oak and pine have 
shot up, many in the sapling and 
pole stages. A forester can’t help 
but marvel at this forest oppor­ 
tunity. With this continuance of 
the fire control program and th«' 
use of common sense cutting prac­ 
tices, Shannon county has a splen­ 
did future. 
Of course, Shannon county will 
never again be able to boast of 
the largest sawmill in the world, 
as was credited to her in her youth, 
but she will have what is vastly 
more important: a steady, solid 
economy based upon the rapid 
growth o.f trees under fire protec­ 
tion and forest management.

The Third Most Written-About Man 


By C. C. Clayton 
In The Globe-Democrat 
It is 86 years since Abraham 
Lincoln was struck down by an 
assassin’s bullet while seated in 
his box at Ford’s Theater in Wash­ 
ington. 
Since then 
the 
United 
States has fought three wars and 
become a great international pow­ 
er. Many men have captured the 
imagination and affection of their 
countrymen in that period. Some 
became international figures. But 
no American, either before or 
since “Honest Abe,” has ever ap­ 
proached his stature in this coun­ 
try or abroad, if one may judge 
by what is said and written about 
him. 
Unlike most unequivocal state­ 
ments, this one can be dem onstrat­ 
ed. No other American has been 
the subject of so many books, 
pamphlets and magazine articles. 
Lincoln is, in fact, the third most 
w ritten-about man in all history. 
The first is Christ, and the second 
is William Shakespeare. Since Lin­ 
coln’s death, more than 6000 books 
and pamphlets have been written 
about him. They are still being 
written and published at a rate of 
about 10 a year. This year, 143 
years after his birth, a dozen new 
books are scheduled for publica­ 
tion, including the current selec­ 
tion of the Book - of - the - Month 
Club. 
Each year an estimated 500,000 
persons visit the frame colonial 
house in Springfield, 111., where 
the Lincoln family lived until he 
left for Washington to become the 
nation’s sixteenth President. An 
equal num ber go to New Salem, 
18 miles northwest of Springfield, 
where Lincoln arrived as a young 
man, failed as a storekeeper, serv­ 
ed as Postm aster and began the 
study of law by the light of a log 
fire. Eighteen universities and col­ 
leges in 'this country have impor­ 
tant 
collections 
of 
Lincolniana. 
Lincoln shrines dot the country 
from Massachusetts to California. 
In New York City this week an 
auction of Lincoln effects, includ­ 
ing his scrapbook of newspaper 
clippings of the famous Lincoln- 
Douglas debates, will be held. The 
scrapbook alone is expected to 
bring at least $20,000 and no one 
will be surprised if the entire col­ 
lection offered for sale will net 
$250,000. 
As the nation pauses next Tues­ 
day to commemorate the 143rd 
anniversary of Lincoln’s birth in 
a log cabin in Kentucky, it is in­ 
triguing to speculate on ^ h y this 
backwoods railsplitter and country 
lawyer should continue to hold the 
interest of a generation nearly a 
century removed from his time. It 
might be assumed, for example, 
that so monumental a work as 
Carl Sandburg’s Abraham Lincoln 
series would have exhausted the 
subject. Yet w riters today are dis­ 
covering new facts of Lincoln’s 
character and new lessons for our 
time in the record of his four years 
in the White House. The paradox 
becomes even more baffling when 
we recall how bitterly Lincoln was 
assailed during his lifetime, and 
how little confidence the North 
had of his ability to cope with the i 
crisis that confronted the country 
in 1861. 
It was inconceivable then that 
a prairie lawyer, whose only mili­ 
tary experience had been that of 
a private in a minor Indian war, 
would become a great military 
strategist. Yet T. Harry Williams, 
professor of history at Louisiana 
State University, in his Book-of- 
the-M onth selection, “Lincoln and 
His Generals,” argues convincing­ 
ly that Lincoln was in fact the 
strategic m ilitary leader of the 
North and the first head of a state 
to conceive and carry out the mod­ 
ern strategy of total war. 
It was the President, and not 
his Generals, Prof. Williams em ­ 
phasizes, who outlined the basic 
strategy that eventually won the 
w ar—to seize the line of the Mis­ 
sissippi and of the Atlantic sea- 
coast, and then to squeeze until 
the Confederacy died. And when 
he finally found the Generals who 
understood and could carry out 
his plan, the war was won. 
Perhaps one reason why Lin­ 


coln has so consistently captured 
the imagination of the generations 
since his death is that he means 
so many different things to so 
many difrferent persons. To some 
he remains a tragedian in a tall

Many of the earlier books on 
Lincoln attempted to idolize him. 
Some of his human frailties were 
ignored, or glossed over. Bess Fur­ 
man, in “White House Profile,” 
published last fall, writes much 
more frankly of his 
difficulties 
with his wife, Mary Todd Lincoln, 
than was even hinted in the earlier 
Lincoln books. 
Much of the Lincoln m aterial is 
obviously apocryphal. The number 
of Lincoln anecdotes and hum or­ 
ous stories attributed to him would 
fill a library of joke books. The 
very .fact that he is credited with 
the authorship of them is indica­ 
tive of the hold he has on the 
public, and now the stories, like 
the man, belong to the ages. 
Another reason for this genera­ 
tion’s interest in Lincoln is be­ 
cause he symbolizes so many of 
the old-fashioned American ideals 
which have been flouted in recent 
years. Probably more than any 
other President he exemplifies the 
virtue of honesty and integrity in 
public office, in contrast to the 
low estate to which public morals 
has fallen today. His courage in 
defying the leaders of his own 
party, his tolerance, and his warm 
humanness are qualities we seek 
but seldom find in men we elevate 
to high office. 
An interesting sidelight of the 
Lincoln story is that there remain 
only three living descendants. Lin­ 
coln had .four children, all sons. 
It might be expected that his de­ 
scendants would number several 
score by this time. Yet there are, 
according to the records of the 
Chicago Historical Society, only 
three great-grandchildren, none of 
whom bears his name. The male 
succession, carrying with it the 
family name, ended with the death

COUNT AGENT ADVISES 
CAREFUL PLANNING 
By Ronald Tucker, 
New Madrid County Agent 
Now is the time to make plans 
for 1953 crops, especially cotton. 
It appears that almost everyone is 
going to “up” their cotton acreage 
in 1953, and the only reasons that 
I know of are: ( 1) To increase 
base acreage .for cotton allotment 
history, (2) good cotton crop in 
1952, and a poor crop of corn and 
soybeans, (3) the favorable season 
in 1952 making labor not as short 
as anticipated. 
I’d like to suggest a couple of 
things to consider in making up 
your minds on how much cotton 
to plant in 1953: 
(1) Do not measure your labor 
requirem ent by the 1952 cotton 
crop. A wet spring with 60-70% 
of acreage in cotton could be dis­ 
astrous to farmers. 
(2) If you plan to use labor sav­ 
ing devices—cross cultivation, pre­ 
emergence chemical weed control 
—plan on that before planting be­ 
cause it will affect your manner of 
planting. 
(3) 
Consider 
post-emergence 
chemical weed control along with 
cross cultivation. 
(4) Don’t forget that corn, fer­ 
tilized according to soil test ($20.- 
00 per acre fertilizer bill) can be 
produced cheaper than an acre of 
cotton in an average year, and the 
outlook on corn prices is favorable. 
(5) Plant a cotton recommended 
by the College of Agriculture and 
have it treated for seed borne dis- 


ment 
(9) Above all, do not junk a 
good rotation plan to go to all cot­ 
ton.

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Electric Hot-beds Better, 
Cost Less than Old Ty pe 


Either Electric Cable, or Lahips Cà n Be Used to Heat Hot-bed 


Because of the small ex pense 
and greater efficiency of an elec­ 
tric hot-bed, few are now heated 
by stable manure, as in the past. 
Among the many adv antages of 
the electric kind are cleanliness, 
lack of unpleasant odor, ev en and 
lasting heat. 
By equipping a cold frame with 
an electric heating cable, or heat­ 
ing it with lamps, the amateur 
obtains most of the benefits of a 
greenhouse at a fraction of its 
cost. It can be placed close to the 
house, 
where 
attention 
during 
cold weather will inv olv e a m ini­ 
mum of discomfort. 
So sm all a quantity of heat is 
necessary to keep temperatures 
in a hot-bed abov e the danger 
point in spring, it is usually less 
ex pensiv e to use electricity for 
this purpose, than the traditional 
manure. 
With an inex pensiv e thermo­ 
stat, the heat is turned on or off 
according to the need; and the 
plants growing in the hot-bed en­ 
joy an ev en range of tem pera­ 
ture, without the ex trem es which 
were 
common 
where 
manure 
was used. 
Plants can be started earlier, 
and kept protected for a longer 


ov er. 
An electric cable is the usual 
heater, but a number of lamps 
can be used, if preferred. 
A cold frame is constructed in 
the usual manner, and is sunk in 
the ground a few inches. Soil is 
remov ed within it to an equal 
depth, and the cable is arranged 
on the bottom in loops, so that 
heat will be ev enly distributed. 
The supply wire and cable are 
both connected to a thermostat, 
which can be set at the desired 
minimum temperature, so that as 
soon as the thermometer falls to 
that point heat is turned on. 
When temperatures rises a few 
degrees abov e the minimum, heat 
is shut off. 
The heating cable is usually 
cov ered with four to six inches of 
soil. It is a good idea to place a 
sheet of fine meshed poultry wire 
an inch abov e the cable, with soil 
between.

This road 
was used by tho Nazis in invading 
The Netherlands and, also, by the 
Allies in driving Nazis out. While 
other roads in Holland w’ere worn 
out by the wear and tear of this 
military traffic, the rubber A m ­ 
sterdam road is still in excellent 
Cf uidition. 
Since the Am sterdam experi­ 
ment, highway engineers in A m er­ 
ica have built highways out of a 
m ixture of natural rubber and as­ 
phalt. Roads containing natural 
rubber pow’der have boon laid in 
Virginity Texas, Ohio, Canada and 
Newfoundland. In these roads, the 
m ixture of rubber powder and as­ 
phalt has been varied so that the 
results can be studied with varying 
specification. 
Car-stopping tests in Virginia 
indicate that cars stop much more 
quickly when brakes ale applied 
on a rubber road. Some engineers 
feel that the rubber-asphalt mix 
has a tendency to resist the form a­ 
tion of surface ice. Rubber roads 
seem to came through extremes 
of w arm w eather and cold weather 
in better shape than other type 
roads. The effect of traffic shock 
and vibration is apparently reduc­ 
ed materially. 
Rubber roads may point the wa,. 
to saving both dollars and live 
on the highways of this na ti< . 
Certainly, there will be great 
*v- 


ings in maintaining this type high­ 
way. Every citizen who has taken 
a long trip recently realizes that 
many traffic tie-ups are due to 
the necessity of repair work on 
the highways. 
We watch with interest the de- I 
velopment of rubber roads as an 
answer to our maintenance prob­ 
lem, though inclined to minimize 
the life-saving quality of these 
roads. Experience in most states 
indicates that the large num ber 
of highway accidents are due prin­ 
cipally to the man 
behind the 
waeel. This is the answer to sav­ 
ing lives on the highway.—The 
Farmerville (Va.)

showed abuses of secrecy and by 
the time the nation’s governors 
met at Gatlinburg.

Checking 
over the experience of states after 
ending of secrecy, it includes this

“ Illinois notes no appreciable re­ 
duction in caseload and applica­ 
tions following public inspection, 
blit cites the advantage of increas­ 
ed public confidence in the integ­ 
rity of the rolls. Illinois also feels 
that inspection has deterred many 
ineligibles from trying to get on 
the relief rolls. Beyond this. Illi­ 
nois reports no indication that re­ 
cipients have

harm ed 
by 
malicious gossip or that rolls have 
been used for wrongful purposes.”

It w on’t be many years from now 
that the folks around Shannon­ 
dale will be reaping a substantial 
part of their yearly incomes from 
trees. They have a Community 
Forest, and it blankets 4,080 acres 
of hills and hollows in Northern 
Shannon county. The project is 
yet young— it was dedicated Octo­ 
ber- 23, 1949 — but its future is 
bright. 
Its founder is Reverend Vincent 
Bucher, pastor of the Shannondale 
Community parish of the Evange­ 
lical and 
Reform Church. Ever 
since he came to the tiny com­ 
munity 
16 years ago, Reverend 
Bucher has been convinced that 
the social and economic welfare 
of the area must depend upon a 
sound, intelligent use of its r e ­ 
sources of forests and forest land. 
And, after years of fighting fire 
and leading an active crusade for 
conservation, his gritty but friend­ 
ly determ ination has borne fruit. 
“T here’s an estimated half-m il­ 
lion board feet of m erchantable 
timber on our community forest 
tract now,” Bucher said as we 
drive 
down 
a 
backwoods 
road 
through the area, “but we will 
practice only improvement cut­ 
ting — removing dead, cull or 
m ature trees — until the forest 


builds to the point that we can 
reap annual crops based on yearly 
growth.” 
Bucher talks a forester’s langu­ 
age, he has worked so closely with 
the Commission’s .fire control and 
timber management program. 
“We have had only one fire in 
the forest since we began the pro­ 
ject,” 
he 
continued, 
“and 
you 
should have been here. It was 
nothing like the old days. The 
Shannondale towerman picked up 
the smoke almost immediately and 
it was but a few minutes, through 
the use of radio contact, that he 
had a large crew made up of men 
from Moss Tie, National Distriller- 
ies, the Conservation Commission 
and ourselves. We got it out be­ 
fore it burned much over four 
acres. That happened just before 
planting season, so we planted the 
burned area to young seedlings, 
mostly shortleaf pine.” 
This spring. Reverend Bucher 
and his boys (youth groups both 
locally and from city come to the 
Shannondale parish for study and 
play and real outdoor living) will 
plant 10,000 young trees on the 
community forest. During the three 
years previous to this they plant­ 
ed upwards of 11,000 seedlings. 
After we looked over the plant­ 
ing on the small burned area, Rev­ 
erend Bucher walked over to a 
nearby pile of stone which marks 
a corner of the land. He dug down 
| into the pile and brought out a 
half-gallon syrup can. Inside of 
the can was a tightly-capped bot­ 
tle and inside that a folded paper. 
“At each one of our plantings 
we keep a permanent record of 
the date, the kind of planting, and 
who helped with the job.” He 
opened the paper and held it up 
for Bill and me to read. It was 
signed by seven boys whose ages 
ranged from eight to sixteen years, 
and four adults.

The Third Most Written-About Man 


By C. C. Clayton 
In The Globe-Democrat 
It is 86 years since Abraham 
Lincoln was struck down by an 
assassin’s bullet while seated in 
his box at Ford’s Theater in Wash­ 
ington. 
Since 
then 
the 
United 
States has fought three wars and 
become a great international pow­ 
er. Many men have captured the 
imagination and affection of their 
countrymen in that period. Some 
became international figures. But 
no 
American, 
either 
before 
or 
since “Honest Abe,” has ever ap­ 
proached his stature in this coun­ 
try or abroad, if one may judge 
by what is said and written about 
him. 
Unlike most unequivocal state­ 
ments, this one can be dem onstrat­ 
ed. No other American has been 
the subject of so many books, 
pamphlets and magazine articles. 
Lincoln is, in fact, the third most 
w ritten-about man in all history. 
The first is Christ, and the second 
is William Shakespeare. Since L in­ 
coln’s death, more than 6000 books 
and pamphlets have been written 
about him. They are still being 
written and published at a rate of 
about 10 a year. This year, 143 
years after his birth, a dozen new 
books are scheduled for publica­ 
tion, including the current selec­ 
tion of the Book - of - the - Month 
Club. 
Each year an estimated 500,000 
persons visit the frame colonial 
house in Springfield, 111., where 
the Lincoln family lived until he 
left for Washington to become the 
nation’s sixteenth President. An 
equal num ber go to New Salem, 
18 miles northwest of Springfield, 
where Lincoln arrived as a young 
man, failed as a storekeeper, serv­ 
ed as Postmaster and began the 
study of law by the light of a log 
fire. Eighteen universities and col­ 
leges in this country have im por­ 
tant 
collections 
of 
Lincolniana. 
Lincoln shrines dot the country 
from Massachusetts to California. 
In New York City this week an 
auction of Lincoln effects, includ­ 
ing his scrapbook of newspaper 
clippings of the famous Lineoln- 
DougLas debates, will be held. The 
scrapbook alone is expected 
to 
bring at least $20,000 and no one 
will be surprised if the entire col­ 
lection offered for sale will net 
$250,000. 
As the nation pauses next Tues­ 
day to commemorate the 143rd 
anniversary of Lincoln’s birth in 
a log cabin in Kentucky, it is in­ 
triguing to speculate on \vh.v this 
backwoods railsplittcr and country 
lawyer should continue to hold the 
interest of a generation nearly a j 
century removed from his time. It 
might be assumed, for example, j 
that so monumental a wor k as j 
Carl Sandburg’s Abraham Lincoln I 
series would have exhausted the 
subject. Yet writers today are dis­ 
covering new facts of Lincoln’s 
character and new lessons for our ! 
time in the record of his four years 
in the White House. The paradox 
becomes even more baffling when 
we recall how bitterly Lincoln was 
assailed during his lifetime, and 
how little confidence the North 
had of his ability to cope with the 
crisis that confronted the country 
in 1861. 
It was inconceivable then that 
a prairie lawyer, whose only mili­ 
tary experience had been that of 
a private in a minor Indian war, 
would become a great military 
strategist. Yet T. H arry Williams, 
professor of history at Louisiana 
State University, in his Book-of- 
the-Month selection, “Lincoln and 
His Generals,” argues convincing­ 
ly that Lincoln was in fact the 
strategic military leader of the 
North and the first head of a state ] 
to conceive and carry out the mod­ 
ern strategy of total war. 
It was the President, and not 
his Generals, Prof. Williams em ­ 
phasizes, who outlined the basic 
strategy that eventually won the 
w ar—to seize the line of the Mis­ 
sissippi and of the Atlantic sea- 
coast, and then to squeeze until 
the Confederacy died. And when 
he finally found the Generals who 
understood and could carry out 
his plan, the war was won. 
Perhaps one reason why Lin­ 


coln has so consistently captured 
the imagination of the generations 
since his death is that he means 
so many different things to so 
many difrferent persons. To some 
he remains a tragedian in a tall 
stovepipe hat. To others he is the 
rough frontiersman with an earthy 
sense of humor. To still others he 
is the statesman, whose vision and 
faith guided the nation through 
its sternest test. 
Many of the earlier books on 
Lincoln attempted to idolize him. 
Some of his human frailties were 
ignored, or glossed over. Bess Fur­ 
man, in “White House Profile,” 
published last fall, writes much 
more frankly of his 
difficulties 
with his wife, Mary Todd Lincoln, 
than was even hinted in the earlier 
Lincoln books. 
Much of the Lincoln material is 
obviously apocryphal. The number 
of Lincoln anecdotes and humor­ 
ous stories attributed to him would 
fill a library of joke books. The 
very .fact that he is credited with 
the authorship of them is indica­ 
tive of the hold he has on the 
public, and now the stories, like 
the man, belong to the ages. 
Another reason for this genera­ 
tion’s interest in Lincoln is be­ 
cause he symbolizes so many of 
the old-fashioned American ideals 
¡ which have been flouted in recent 
years. Probably more than any 
other President he exemplifies the 
virtue of honesty and integrity in 
public office, in contrast to the 
low estate to which public morals 
has fallen today. His courage in 
defying the leaders of his own 
party, his tolerance, and his warm 
humanness are qualities we seek 
but seldom find in men we elevate 
to high office. 
An interesting sidelight of the 
Lincoln story is that there remain 
only three living descendants. Lin­ 
coln had .four children, all sons. 
It might be expected that his de­ 
scendants would num ber several 
score by this time. Yet there are, 
according to the records of the 
Chicago Historical Society, only 
three great-grandchildren, none of 
whom bears his name. The male 
succession, carrying with it the 
family name, ended with the death 
of 
the 
President’s 
first 
born, 
Robert Todd Lincoln, who died at 
Manchester, Vt., in 1926. The other 
three sons—Edward Baker Lin­ 
coln, William Wallace Lincoln and 
Thomas Lincoln—died at an early 
age. 
The 
three great-grandchildren 
still living are Miss Mary Lincoln 
Beckwith, 53, who lives in Man­ 
chester, Vt.; her brother, Robert 
Todd Lincoln Beckwith, 47, who 
lives in Washington, D. C., and 
their cousin, Lincoln Isham, 59, a 
resident of New York City.

COUNT AGENT ADVISES 
CAREFUL PLANNING 
By Ronald Tucker, 
New Madrid County Agent 
Now is the time to make plans 
for 1953 crops, especially cotton. 
It appears that almost everyone is 
going to “up” their cotton acreage 
in 1953, and the only reasons that 
I know of are: (1) To increase 
base acreage .for cotton allotment 
history, (2) good cotton crop in 
1952, and a poor crop of corn and 
soybeans, (3) the favorable season 
in 1952 making labor not as short 
as anticipated. 
I’d like to suggest a couple of 
things to consider in making up 
your minds on how much cotton 
to plant in 1953: 
(1) Do not measure your labor 
requirem ent by the 1952 cotton 
crop. A wet spring with 60-70% 
of acreage in cotton could be dis­ 
astrous to farmers. 
(2) If you plan to use labor sav­ 
ing devices—cross cultivation, pre­ 
emergence chemical weed control 
—plan on that before planting be­ 
cause it will affect your manner of 
planting. 
(3) 
Consider 
post-emergence 
chemical weed control along with 
cross cultivation. 
(4) Don’t forget that corn, fer­ 
tilized according to soil test ($20.- 
00 per acre fertilizer bill) can be 
produced cheaper than an acre of 
cotton in an average year, and the 
outlook on corn prices is favorable. 
(5) Plant a cotton recommended 
by the College of Agriculture and 
have it treated for seed borne dis­ 
ease such as damping off. 
(6) Fertilize according to soil 
test. It’s that added yield that 
makes that extra profit. One dol­ 
lar spent for 
fertilizer 
will or­ 
dinarily return from three to six 
dollars when fertilized according tc 
soil test. 
(7) Have cotton seed tested for 
germination. 
(8) Consider soybean-wheat ro­

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The Third Most Written-About Man

It is 86 years since A braham 
Lincoln was struck down by an 
assassin’s bullet while seated in 
his box at F ord’s T heater in W ash­ 
ington. 
Since 
then 
the 
United 
States has fought three w ars and 
becom e a great international pow­ 
er. Many men have captured the 
im agination and affection of their 
countrym en in that period. Some 
becam e international figures. But 
no 
A m erican, 
either 
before 
or 
since “Honest Abe,” has ever ap­ 
proached his stature in this coun­ 
try or abroad, if one may judge 
by w hat is said and w ritten about 
him. 
Unlike most unequivocal state­ 
ments, this one can be dem onstrat­ 
ed. No other Am erican has been 
the subject of so m any books, 
pam phlets and m agazine articles. 
Lincoln is, in fact, the third most 
w ritten-about man in all history. 
The first is C hrist, and the second 
is W illiam Shakespeare. Since L in­ 
coln’s death, m ore than 6000 books 
and pam phlets have been w ritten 
about him . They are still being 
w ritten and published at a rate of 
about IO a year. This year, 143 
years after his birth, a dozen new’ 
books are scheduled for publica­ 
tion, including the current selec­ 
tion of the Book - of - the - Month 
Club. 
Each year an estim ated 500,000 
persons visit the fram e colonial 
house in Springfield, 111., w here 
the Lincoln fam ily lived until he 
left for W ashington to becom e the 
nation’s sixteenth President. An 
equal num ber go to New Salem, 
18 m iles northw est of Springfield, 
w here Lincoln arrived as a young 
m an, failed as a storekeeper, serv­ 
ed as Postm aster and began the 
study of law by the light of a log 
fire. Eighteen universities and col­ 
leges In this country have im por­ 
tan t 
collections 
of 
Lincolniana. 
Lincoln shrines dot the country 
from M assachusetts to California. 
In New York City this week an 
auction of Lincoln effects, includ­ 
ing his scrapbook of new spaper 
clippings of the fam ous Lincoln- 
Douglas debates, will be held. The 
scrapbook alone is expected to 
bring at least $20,000 and no one 
will be surprised if the entire col­ 
lection offered for sale will net 
$250,000. 
As the nation pauses next T ues­ 
day to com m em orate the 143rd 
anniversary of Lincoln’s birth in 
a log cabin in K entucky, it is in­ 
triguing to speculate on ^ h y this 
backwoods railsplitter and country 
law yer should continue to hold the 
interest of a generation nearly a 
century rem oved from his tim e. It 
might be assum ed, for exam ple, 
th at so m onum ental a work as 
Carl S andburg’s A braham Lincoln 
series would have exhausted the 
subject. Yet w riters today are dis­ 
covering new facts of Lincoln’s 
character and new lessons for our 
tim e in the record of his four years 
in the W hite House. The paradox 
becomes even m ore baffling when 
we recall how bitterly Lincoln was 
assailed during his lifetim e, and 
how little confidence the North 
had of his ability to cope w ith the 
crisis th at confronted the country 
in 1861. 
It was inconceivable then that 
a prairie law yer, whose only m ili­ 
tary experience had been that of 
a private in a m inor Indian war, 
would become a great m ilitary 
strategist. Yet T. H arry W illiams, 
professor of history at Louisiana 
State U niversity, in his Book-of- 
the-M onth selection, “Lincoln and 
His G enerals,” argues convincing­ 
ly that Lincoln was in fact the 
strategic m ilitary leader of the 
N orth and the first head of a state 
to conceive and carry out the m od­ 
em strategy of total w ar. 
It was the President, and not 
his G enerals, Prof. W illiam s em ­ 
phasizes, who outlined the basic 
strategy that eventually won the 
w ar—to seize the line of the Mis­ 
sissippi and of the A tlantic sea­ 
coast, and then to squeeze until 
the Confederacy died. And when 
he finally found the G enerals who 
understood and could carry out 
his plan, the w ar was won. 
Perhaps one reason w hy L in­ 


coln has so consistently captured 
the im agination of the generations 
since his death is that he means 
so m any different things to so 
m any d iffe re n t persons. To some 
he rem ains a tragedian in a tall 
stovepipe hat. To others he is the 
rough frontiersm an w ith an earthy 
sense of hum or. To still others he 
is the statesm an, whose vision and 
faith guided the nation through 
its sternest test. 
M any of the earlier books on 
Lincoln attem pted to idolize him. 
Some of his hum an frailties w ere 
ignored, or glossed over. Bess F u r­ 
m an, in “W hite House Profile,” 
published last fall, w rites much 
m ore frankly of his 
difficulties 
w ith his wife, M ary Todd Lincoln, 
than was even hinted in the earlier 
Lincoln books. 
Much of the Lincoln m aterial is 
obviously apocryphal. The num ber 
of Lincoln anecdotes and hum or­ 
ous stories attributed to him would 
fill a library of joke books. The 
very .fact th at he is credited with 
the authorship of them is indica­ 
tive of the hold he has on the 
public, and now the stories, like 
the m an, belong to the ages. 
A nother reason for this genera­ 
tion’s interest in Lincoln is be­ 
cause he symbolizes so m any of 
the old-fashioned A m erican ideals 
w hich have been flouted in recent 
years. Probably m ore than any 
other President he exem plifies the 
virtue of honesty and integrity in 
public office, in contrast to the 
low estate to which public m orals 
has fallen today. His courage in 
defying the leaders of his own 
party, his tolerance, and his warm 
hum anness are qualities we seek 
but seldom find in men we elevate 
to high office. 
An interesting sidelight of the 
Lincoln story is that there rem ain 
only three living descendants. L in­ 
coln had four children, all sons. 
It m ight be expected that his de­ 
scendants would num ber several 
score by this tim e. Yet there are, 
according to the records of the 
Chicago Historical Society, only 
three great-grandchildren, none of 
whom bears his nam e. The male 
succession, carrying w ith it the 
fam ily nam e, ended w ith the death 
of

Robert Todd Lincoln, who died at 
M anchester, Vt., in 1926. The other 
three sons—Edw ard B aker L in­ 
coln, W illiam W allace Lincoln and 
Thom as Lincoln—died at an early 
age. 
The three great-grandchildren 
still living are Miss M ary Lincoln 
Beckw ith, 53, who lives in M an­ 
chester, Vt.; her brother. Robert

CAREFUL PLANNING 
By Ronald Tucker, 
New Madrid County Agent 
Now is the tim e to m ake plans 
for 1953 crops, especially cotton. 
It appears that almost everyone is 
going to “up” their cotton acreage 
in 1953, and the only reasons that 
I know of are: (I) To increase 
base acreage .for cotton allotm ent 
history, (2) good cotton crop in 
1952. and a poor crop of corn and 
soybeans, (3) the favorable season 
in 1952 m aking labor not as short 
as anticipated. 
I’d like to suggest a couple of 
things to consider in m aking up 
your m inds on how much cotton 
to plant in 1953: 
(1) Do not m easure your labor 
requirem ent by the 1952 cotton 
crop. A wet spring with 60-70% 
of acreage in cotton could be dis­ 
astrous to farm ers. 
(2) If you plan to use labor sav­ 
ing devices—cross cultivation, pre­ 
em ergence chem ical weed control 
— plan on that before planting be­ 
cause it will affect your m anner of 
planting. 
(3) 
Consider 
post-em ergence 
chemical weed control along with 
cross cultivation. 
(4) Don’t forget that corn, fer­ 
tilized according to soil test ($20.- 
00 per acre fertilizer bill) can be 
produced cheaper than an acre of 
cotton in an average year, and the 
outlook on corn prices is favorable. 
(5) Plant a cotton recomm ended 
by the College of A griculture and 
have it treated for seed borne dis­ 
ease such as dam ping off. 
(6) Fertilize according to soil 
test. It’s that added yield that 
m akes that extra profit. One dol­

will or­ 
dinarily return from three to six 
dollars when fertilized according to 
soil test. 
(7) H ave cotton seed tested for 
germ ination.

Because of the small expense 
and greater efficiency of an elec­ 
tric hot-bed, ftov are now heated 
by stable manure, as in the past. 
Among the many advantages of 
the electric kind are cleanliness, 
lack of unpleasant odor, even and 
lasting heat. 
By equipping a cold fram e with 
an electric heating cable, or heat­ 
ing it with lamps, the am ateur 
obtains most of the benefits of a 
greenhouse at a fraction of its 
cost.

Either Electric Cable, or Lamps CAn Be Used to Heat llot-bed 


Because of the small expense 
and greater efficiency of an elec­ 
tric hot-bed, few are now heated 
by stable manure, as in the past. 
Among the many advantages of 
the electric kind are cleanliness, 
lack of unpleasant odor, even and 
lasting heat. 
By equipping a cold frame with 
an electric heating cable, or heat­ 
ing it with lamps, the amateur 
obtains most of the benefits of a 
greenhouse at a fraction of its 
cost. It can be placed close to the 
house, 
where attention during 
cold weather will involve a mini­ 
mum of discomfort. 
So small a quantity of heat is 
necessary to keep temperatures 
in a hot-bed above the danger 
point in spring, it is usually less 
expensive to use electricity for 
this purpose, than the traditional 
manure. 
With an inexpensive thermo­ 
stat, the heat is turned on or off 
according to the need; and the 
plants growing in the hot-bed en­ 
joy an even range of tempera­ 
ture, without the extremes which 
were 
common where 
manure 
was used. 
Plants can be started earlier, 
and kept protected for a longer 
period, without danger of the heat 
source becoming exhausted be­ 
fore danger of frost outdoors is 


over. 
An electric cable is the usual 
heater, but a number of lamps 
can be used, if preferred. 
A cold frame is constructed in 
the usual manner, and is sunk in 
the ground a few inches. Soil is 
removed within it to an equal 
depth, and the cable is arranged 
on the bottom in loops, so that 
heat will be evenly distributed. 
The supply wire and cable are 
both connected to a thermostat, 
which can be set at the desired 
minimum temperature, so that as 
soon as the thermometer falls to 
that point heat is turned on. 
When temperatures rises a few 
degrees above the minimum, heat 
is shut off. 
The heating cable is usually 
covered with four to six inches of 
soil. It is a good idea to place a 
sheet of fine meshed poultry wire 
an inch above the cable, with soil 
between. 
Another method is to grow 
plants in flats, which are placed 
on a grating just above the heat­ 
ing cable, which is not buried in 
soil, and thus is always open to 
inspection. To improve insulation 
and reduce current consumption, 
the frame should be banked with 
cinders, which are covered with 
soil, to within a few inches of 
the top.
